This  splendid  Nephrolepis,  introduced  by  us  in  1903,  has  been  considered  one  of  the  best  sorts 
that  \vas  ever  introduced,  and  is  still  one  of  the  best  ferns  grown  today,  particularly  in  large  sizes 
where  beautiful  large  specimen  plants  are  desired.  This  variety  with  its  graceful,  long,  compact 
fronds,  and  excellent  habit  of  growth,  makes  it  one  of  the  finest  decorative  plants,  and  is  still  in 
just  as  good  demand  for  large  specimen  plants  as  it  was  years  ago  when  it  was  first  introduced.

It  is  a very  dwarf  and  compact  grower— very  much  like  Scottii,  but  a much  better  grower.  This 
variety  originated  with  us  and  is  a sport  from  clegantissiina  compacta.  It  makes  a very  beautiful 
compact  plant,  especially  in  small  and  medium  sizes,  even  in  as  small  as  a 3l4-inch  pot.  It  makes 
an  ideal  plant  in  6-inch  and  8-inch  pots.  We  are  growing  this  variety  largely,  and  can  recommend  it 
to  all  growers  of  ferns.

NEPHROLEPIS  ELEGANTISSIMA  COMPACTA 

This  dwarf,  compact  form  of  clegantissima,  introduced  by  us  in  1909,  bears  the  same  rela- 
tion to  that  variety  that  Scottii  does  to  Bostonicnsis.  The  fronds  are  considerably  shorter 
than  those  of  clegantissima,  and  it  throws  a great  many  more  crowns,  making  it  a very  bushy, 
compact,  symmetrical  plant.  It  has  an  ideal  habit,  and  occupies  a place  by  itself,  being  as 
distinct  from  clegantissima  as  that  variety  is  from  the  original  Piersoni.  While  it  occasion- 
ally throws  a few  Boston  fronds  when  growth  is  checked,  its  dw^arf,  compact  habit  makes  it 
particularly  desirable.  It  is  especially  valuable  for  growing  in  small-sized  pots,  making  par- 
ticularly perfect  specimens  even  in  a 3k2-inch  pot.

This  is  a very  superior  and  distinct  type  of  the  Boston  Fern,  and  is  similar  to  that  variety 
except  that  the  fronds  are  convoluted,  or  wavy,  also  broader  and  more  sharply  pointed,  and 
the  pinniE  are  beautifully  fluted.  On  account  of  its  strong  growth  and  long  fronds,  it  is  more 
desirable  in  the  large  sizes — say  8-inch  and  larger — and  makes  particularly  beautiful  large 
specimen  plants.
